tumbling from their houses. 


A hurry call for aid brought 


the fire trucks from Fort Atkin- 
son and Dcerfield to the 
spot.

it appeared that 
the 


whole city was on fire. 


With the aid of chemicals 


and the 
assistance of Cam- 


bridge volunteers, the flames 
were put out. 


Damage was said this after- 


noon to have been confined to

is owned by 


Dr. K. K. Amundsen and a Ford 
auto, owned by O. C. Olson, 
which had been parked on the 
street.

2,000. No one was injured.

THE LOST RETURNS 


Football Used by Badgers 


in 1897 Minnesota Game 
Comes Home Again 


Stolen from the hands of a Wis- 


consin player by a young woman, 
used as the 
neighborhood gang's 


community 
football, 
relegated to 


the attic, and finally returned to 
Coach Thomas E. Jones, chairman 
of the department of physical edu- 
cation, is tihe interesting history of 
a battered, oM 
football that was 


used in the 1897 annual football 
game between Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota. 


The ball, 
which is 
somewhat 


larger than those used in present- 
day games, was stolen from a Wis- 
consin player iin the'confusion after 
the game by a young woman, a rel- 
ative of 
Robert H. Tuttle, an in- 


dustrial engineer with the firm ,of 
Tuttle, Whitney and company Min- 
neapolis, Minn. The ball was pre- 
sented to Mr. Tattle, who, in turn, 
loaned it to a .group of youngsters. 
When its days of usefnlntss were 
over, the gang returned the pigskin 
,to Mr. Tuttle, and it was thrown in 
the attic without further considera- 
tion. Recently, in making an in- 
ventory of his effects, Tuttle discov- 
ered the dust-covered ball and sent 
it to Coach Jones after the Wiscon- 
sin coach had expressed the willing- 
ness' of the athletic department to 
secure the pigskin. 


The Badger eleven of 1897, from 


which the ball was taken, won nine 
games and lost one. The team de- 
feated Minnesota by an overwhelm- 
ing score of 39 to 0, and during the 
season scored an aggregate of 210 
points to its opponents' 14.

Realizing that this will be one of 


the most drastic bills to be introduc- 
ed at this .session of the legislators, 
the farmers have already 
decided 


that before it is introduced'it shall 
be submitted to a general conference 
of representatives of farm.organiza- 
,ions in Wisconsin as well as rep- 
resentatives of the state. 


The bill under consideration would 


take over all the powers of the pres- 
ent marketing commission -as they 
aim to encourage cooperative asso- 
ciations and reduce the cost of liv- 
ing- by improving transportation and 
conditions on the farm, with the add- 
=d provision that the state trade com- 
mission would be free to institute 
actions against alleged 
profiteers 


and protect consumers against dis- 
crimination and unfair practices.

CALDERCHARGE 


Senator Bares Gouging of 


Government by Coal 


Barons 


(By the Federated Pess) 


WASHINGTON— Sen. Calder of 


New York is a business man of the 
uglily conservative type, but wh,at 
le has learned during his official in- 
vestigation of the way in which the 
coal operators, assisted by the rail- 
roads, have gouged the government 
and most of 
the public on coal 


prices, has driven him almost to the 
joint of demanding public operation 
>f the mines. 


Answering Sen. Sutherland of W. 


Virginia, who was trying to excuse 
;he operators for their holdup meth- 
ods, Calder told the senate, on Fri- 
day, that the war <tepartment paid 
(9.12 a ton for coal that cost only 
f2.SO at the mine. Then he disclos- 
ed the reason for the famine prices 
on coal in the northwest. 


"When it became evident Jast 'win- 


ter that there was a shortage of coal 
tor delivery in some parts of the 
country," he'said, "the National Coal 
(operators) 
association here in 


Washington, through its officers, as- 
sisted in preparing- priority orders, 
which had the effect of completely 
destroying the value of contracts 
made by these people in the north- 
west for their fuel a year in ad-

dollars a ton more for their coal, 
though they had contracts for de- 
livery."

Such a course is not in keeping with the best traditions of 


the progressive movement, in Wisconsin. It is not in keeping 
with that militant, fig.' ing spirit that characterized the prog- 
ress of the movement in an early day when no advytage was 
overlooked in the fight to bring government to the people. 


The progressive movement came into being as an instru- 


ment to be used in bettering the condition of the common man,— 
In making government of service to the many rather'than to the 
few. This movement took such hold of the people that it be- 
came the movement of crusaders. 
Political office was not look- 


ed upon as the goal but as the means by which great reforms 
and great pieces of legislation in .behalf of the people could be 
enacted into law. PRINCIPLE was the great dominating mo- 
tive of the movement. 


In those days men in the progressive movement never fail- 


ed to accept less than an even chance to advance the cause. 
They never thought in terms of expediency and compromise or 
01 fraternizing with the enemy. 


The action of yesterday should bring home to progressive 


lenders in this state the fact that they face a great responsibil- 
ity. The greatest asset of the progressive movement has al- 
ways been its fighting and militant attitude in behaJf of PRIN- 
CIPLE. Disassociate the progressive movement from FIGHT- 
ING FOR PRINCIPLE and a mere shell will be left. 


Let the people of Wisconsin once feel that the progressive 


movement is being diverted from the road of PRINCIPLE to 
the paths of POLITICS and EXPEDIENCY and PUSSY-FOOT- 
ING and an irrevocable injury will have been done to the move- 
ment. Let the people of Wisconsin once feel that after all the 
progressive movement is simply an instrument to the attain- 
ment of personal or private ends and the confidence of the peo- 
ple will be shaken. 


The people of Wisconsin want RESULTS. 
Progressive 


leaders must not feel that they are doing their full duty by 
mumbling progressive shibboleths or setting up platforms to be 
enacted into law IN THE FUTURE. The credit of the pro- 
gressive leaders with the people will be impaired if they ask for 
the renewal of a promissory note too many times. It is not 
sufficient that platform and roll calls and records be set up only 
for the purpose of making POLITICAL ISSUES in FUTURE 
campaigns.
